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High-tech unit 
will get trial 
on icy bridges

ment wants to install ice-monitoring devices at the 
Hansen and Pcrrinc bridges following the Dec. 6 
death of a woman whose car slid and crashed on the 
icy Hansen bridge. 

■ The devices, which are used on interstate highway 
bridges in the Boise and Coeur d’Alene areas, tnoni- •

road surfaces, and alert highway workers whcii ice 
might be forming, according to a letter to The Times- 
News written by district highway engineer Larry 
Vanover. 

As temperatures hovered near freezing one morn- 
ing carliw this month, a state sand truck visited both 
Snake River bridges, but officials hayc reported that 
the driver did not leave any sand because ice hadn’t 
formed on the wet bridges. 

Within 90 minutes of the sand truck’s visit, both 
bridges were glazed over. Vickie McClymonds. a 40- ' 
year-old Twin Falls mother who was commuting to 
Idaho State University in Pocatello, died in a head-on 
collision on the Hansen Bridge aflcr her car slid out 
■ of control, At about the same time, five accidents on. 
the icy Perrine Bridge snarled rush hour traffic into 
Twin Falls. 

_ Vanover’s letter said the' stale employee who dc- 
■■ cided not to sand the Hansetr bridge bclbfie'ilie fatal 
crash “used his best judgement based on years of cx- 
I periencc.” 

Earlier, yanovcr'had said the depanmem couldn’t 
afford the sand and overtime it would take to sand all 
' wet bridges In case they froze. 

Tuesday, he wrote that “while every resource 
needs to be used reasonably, the safety of Idaho's 
motorists uikcs precedent oyer budget considerations. 

“If more sand Is required than budgeted or man 
hours needed to keep Idaho’s roads safe-, the trans- 
portation department has and will find money in 
other budget areas to meet that need,” he wrote. 

.Installation of the ice monitors will be proposed'to 
the Idaho Transportation Board, Vanover wrote. 
They would be installed In other parts of the Magic 
'Valley besides the bridges, he wrote.

Clinton also issued an executive 
order raising military pay by 2 per- 
cent, And he asked Congress to 
quickly pass legislation bringing the 
total pay raise to 2.4 percent, the 
amount conta ined in th e ve toed bill. 

In his veto message, Clinton said 
he -particularly objected td the 
attempt written into the bill by the 
Republican Congress to compel him 
to build and deploy a Star Wars-s^Ie 
missile defense system by 2003. 

Clinton said building such a mis- 
sile defenro 'system now 'would vio- 
late the 1972 Anti-Ballistic Missic 
■ Treaty with Russia and harm arms 
control efforts. 

Clinton said the bill “would unac- 
ceptably restrict my ability to carry 
this country’s national security 
objectives and substantially interfere 
with the implementation of key 
national defense programs."
